NOTE. — In  using  this  Table  it  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  the 
dates  are  calculated  according  to  what  is  known  as  the  Historical  year, 
that  is  to  say,  the  year  as  calculated  at  the  present  day — from 
I  January  to  31  December.  The  reader  must  remember,  however, 
that  early  documents  were  dated  according  to  the  Civil  (otherwise 
Ecclesiastical  or  Legal)  year,  which  began  on  the  2$th  of  March. 
Thus,  all  dates  between  the  1st  of  January  and  the  24th  of  March, 
inclusive,  according  to  the  Historical  computation,  are  to  be  assigned 
to  a  date  one  year  (numerically)  in  advance  of  the  Civil  year. 
To  take  an  example :  the  reign  of  King  James  I.  commenced, 
according  to  the  historical  calculation,  on  24  March,  1603,  but  by  the 
civil  yzsx  computation  it  was  24  March,  1602  ;  and  yet,  according  to 
both  systems,  the  second  day  of  this  reign  was  25  March,  1603.  The 
most  correct  way  to  express  any  date  where  the  historical  and  civil 
systems  apply  is  by  means  of  the  "  double-date."  [See  page  39.]

1  The  commencement  of  the  reign  of  William  the  Conquerer  is  usually  dated  from 
the  battle  of  Hastings,  Saturday,  the  I4th  of  October,  1066  ;  but  it  was  also  dated 
from  the  death  of  Edward  the  Confessor  (5  January,  1066)  and  from  the  day  of  the 
Conqueror  William's  Coronation,  which  took  place  at  Westminster  on  Christmas 
Day,  1066.  No  records  are  known  to  be  extant  by  which  the  commencement  of 
this  monarch's  regnal  years  can  be  determined,  but  as  public  instruments  were  not 
dated  by  the  year  of  the  reign  until  the  time  of  Henry  II.  the  point  is  not  material 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  date  of  documents.

ALTHOUGH  a  matter  of  perplexity  to  many,  the  so-called 
"  double-date  "  is  in  reality  a  very  simple  matter.  Briefly, 
it  is  a  system  by  which  dates  between  the  ist  of  January 
and  the  24th  of  March  can  be  described  with  absolute 
precision. 

Previous  to  September,  1752,  the  Civil  or  Legal  Year  in 
this  country  commenced  on  the  25th  of  March,  whilst  the 
Historical  Year  began  on  the  ist  of  January.  Thus,  the 
period  between  the  ist  of  January  and  the  24th  of  March 
was  assignable  to  different  years,  according  to  the  system 
adopted  by  the  particular  writer.  For  example,  the  Legal 
date,  24  March,  1658,  was  the  same  as  the  Historical 
date,  24  March,  1659,  for,  according  to  both  systems,  the 
next  day  was  25  March,  1659.  Therefore,  to  prevent 
errors,  the  portion  of  the  year  referred  to  (i  Jan.  —  24  Mar.) 
is  usually,  and  most  correctly,  written  by  describing  the 
dates  in  accordance  with  both  calculations.  The  example, 
then,  above-cited  should  appear  as  —

Hence,  whenever  a  "  double-date  is  met  with,  the  lower 
figure  (if  expressed  fractionally),  or  later  year,  is  the 
Historical  year,  that  is  to  say,  the  year  as  calculated  at 
the  present  time.  The  necessity  of  the  double-date  system 
is  at  once  apparent  if  the  date  is  attempted  to  be  written 
otherwise;  for  24  March,  1658,  might  mean  1658-9 
(i.e.  1659,  historically)  or  1657-8  (i.e.  1658,  historically), 
whereas,  24  March,  165!  indicates  the  historical  year 
1659,  and  no  other  historical  year. 
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IN  early  charters  and  deeds  the  days  of  the  week  are  given

THE  foregoing  "  Table  of  Regnal  Years  "  (pp.  1 1-38)  having 
enabled  the  reader  to  fix  the  precise  Year  of  our  Lord  in 
which  an  event  took  place,  it  may  also  be  material,  for 
verification  of  the  date  or  for  other  purposes,  to  determine 
the  exact  day  of  the  week  of  such  occurrence.  The  Tables 
on  the  two  following  pages  will  readily  effect  this  object 
and  in  the  following  manner.  Having  decided,  in  the  first 
place,  whether  the  date  is  Old  or  New  Style — (i)  Seek  the 
hundreds  of  which  a  year  consists  in  the  top  column  of 
Table  I.,  and  the  years  more  than  the  hundreds  at  the  side, 
on  the  left  hand  ;  then,  the  Letter  (or  Letters)  at  the  point 
where  the  lines  cross  each  other  is  the  Year  Letter  for  the 
year  in  question  ;  (2)  The  Year- Letter  being  found,  follow 
up  the  black  Letter  in  Table  II.,  and  the  column  of  days  of 
the  week  under  such  Letter  applies  to  the  dates  of  the 
various  months  on  the  right  hand. 

EXAMPLE  (Old  Style). — Required  the  day  of  the  week  on  which  the 
IJattle  of  Hastings  was  fought,  14  October,  1066.  The  date  is  Old 
Xtyle,  and  the  lines  intersect  at  Letter  A  ;  and  with  Year- Letter  A, 
Table  II.  shows  that  the  I4th  of  October  was  Saturday. 

EXAMPLE  (New  Style). — Required  the  day  of  the  week  on  which 
Her  Majesty  completes  the  present  Jubilee  Year,  to  wit,  19  June, 
1887.  The  lines  intersect  at  B,  and  June  19  is,  therefore,  Sunday. 

N.  B. — The  New  Style  was  adopted  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
in  1752,  but  it  was  introduced  by  Pope  Gregory  XIII.  and  adopted  in 
other  countries  as  early  as  1582.

A  FORMER  Assistant  Keeper  of  the  Public  Records 
used  to  say  that  there  were  three  things  requisite  in 
dealing  with  records — the  first  was  accuracy,  the  second 
was  accuracy,  and  the  third  was  again — ACCURACY.  But,  to 
print  a  record  with  "  accuracy,"  the  science  of  abbrevia- 
tions must  first  be  clearly  understood.  This  is  too  fre- 
quently not  the  case,  as  antiquarian  works  will  amply 
testify.  With  a  view,  therefore,  to  help  the  student,  a 
concise  account  of  the  system  of  abbreviating  is  hereto 
annexed. 

The  usual  mode  of  abbreviating  words  is  to  retain  some 
of  the  letters  of  which  such  words  consist,  and  to  substitute 
certain  marks  or  symbols  in  place  of  those  left  out. 

The  abbreviations  most  common  are  a  straight  line  ( -  ), 
and  a  curve,  approaching  the  form  of  the  Greek  circumflex 
accent,  thus  (  ~  ),  placed  horizontally  over  a  letter.  The 
first  of  these  marks,  over  a  vowel  (  a  ),  in  the  middle  or  at 
the  end  of  a  word,  denotes  that  the  letter,  m  or  n,  is 
wanting,  as  in  vedat  for  vendant,  bonu  for  bonum,  terra  for 
terrain.  The  curved  line,  when  seen  above  or  through  a 
letter,  either  in  the  middle  or  at  the  end  of  a  word,  usually 
signifies  the  omission  of  more  than  one  letter  ;  but  the 
number  of  letters  omitted  is  left  to  be  ascertained  by  the 
reader,  as  in  aia  for  anima,  air  for  aliter,  alia  for  antmalia, 
ablaco  for  ablatio,  Winton  for  IVintonia,  nofe  for  nobis, 
mand:  for  mandatum,  &c.  The  curved  mark  through  the 
letter  ft  or  b  often  signifies  er — as  ties  =  heres,  or  libtas  = 
libertas.

N.B. — The  curved  line  should  be  placed  over  the  letter 
•where  the  omission  begins,  but,  where  letters  are  omitted 
before  and  after  a  letter,  the  curved  mark  ( ~  )  should  be 
placed  over  that  letter,  e.g.,  miscdia  for  misericordia. 

Where  the  scribe  in  the  original  MS.  adopts  a  careless 
mode  of  making  his  contractions,  he  frequently  finishes  a 
word  with  a  flourish.  In  such  cases,  instead  of  imitating 
the  flourish,  the  curve  ( ~  )  is  usually  the  correct  abbrevia- 
tion. 

Several  symbols  have  positive  and  fixed  significations. 

The  characters  (  "",  g,  or] )  stand  for  eror  re,  and  occasion- 
ally ir,  as  the  word  requires, — e.g.,  tris  for  terris,  quat  for 
quater,  ptito  for  preterite,  plceptum  for  preceptum,  obit  for 
obiter,  serv'e  for  servire.  This  symbol  (  ~" )  is  usually  found 
in  records  of  a  date  prior  to  A.D.  1200. 

The  diphthong  is  not  used  in  early  legal  records,  but,  in 
the  Pipe  Rolls,  it  is  represented  by  a  character  similar 
to  the  French  cedilla  (  5  ) ;  thus,  terre  for  terra. 

A  straight  line  through  the  letter/  (  p )  stands  for  per, 
por,  or  par.  The  curved  line  through  the  same  letter  ( p  ) 
denotes  pro.  A  curved  line  or  this  mark  ( -> )  over  the 
same  letter  (  p )  or  ( p ),  stands  for  free  or  pre. 

The  character  3,  at  the  end  of  a  word,  signifies  us,  as 
omnib}  for  omnibus ;  it  also  denotes  et,  as  deb}  for  debet, 
lie}  for  licet,  and  53  for  set  or  sed ;  again  53  =  scilicet  and 
V3  =  videlicet.  When  this  symbol  follows  the  letter  q  it 
means  ue  or  ta,  as  q,  =  que  and  quia. 

The  figure  fc  represents  rum,  ras,  res,  ris,  ram,  and  ro,  as 
eofc  for  eorum,  libs  for  libras  or  libris,  Windesojp  for  Winde- 
sores,  Aliened  for  Alienoram,  ancessojp.  for  antecessoris, 
murdx  for  murdro  or  murdris. 

Et  is  represented  in  early  records  by  the  symbol  7  ;  but 
after  A.D.  1200  it  is  usually  written  1.  The  word  etiam  is 
written  &. 

The  character  represented  in  type  by  a  symbol  resem- 
bling the  figure  9  is  sometimes  called  the  c  cursive,  or  c 
reversed.  When  found  at  the  commencement  of  a  word, 
this  character  signifies  com  or  con,  as  gmitto  for  committo, 
gfrater  for  conf rater,  gi  for  communi,  gvicto  for  convicto, 
Qscia  for  conscia. 
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The  sign  ( 9 )  placed  in  the  middle  or  at  the  end  of  a 
word,  above  the  line,  signifies  us,  as  De9  for  Deus,  reb9  for 
rebus,  Aug9ti  for  Augusti.  It  also  stands  for  ost  and  0s,  as 
p9  or  p9t  for  post,  and  p9quam  h*  postquam. 

The  sign  ( f )  usually  occurs  at  the  end  of  words,  and 
denotes  es  or  is,  as  gratf  =  gratis,  thingf  =  thinges,  regf 
=  regis,  landf  =  landes. 

A  small  superior  letter,  that  is,  a  letter  placed  above  the 
line,  denotes  an  omission,  of  which  such  letter  forms  a 
part,  as  p'us  for  prius,  t1  for  tibi,  q°s  for  quos,  q'  for  qui,  qar 
for  quater,  t'ris  for  turns,  c'ca  for  circa,  ulta  for  ultra,  and 
juxa  for  juxta ;  but  sometimes  only  the  superior  letter 
itself  is  omitted,  as  hac  for  hac. 

A  point  placed  under  a  letter  shows  that  such  letter  is 
redundant,  and  several  points  placed  under  a  word  indicate 
that  deletion  is  intended. 

Xp's,  Xpc,  Xpo,  Xpi,  all  stand  for  Christiis,  and  its 
different  cases,1  in  like  manner  as  Xpianitat  does  for  the 
various  cases  of  Christianitas. 

Some  words  are  contracted  in  a  special  manner,  e.g., 
g1  =  igitur,  ga  =  erga,  fiuj9  or  hj9  =  hit  jus  modi. 

The  word  est  is  abridged  either  by  a  curved  line 
between  two  points  (  ~  ),  or  thus  ( f )  j  also,  when  the 
letter  e  is  immediately  followed  by  a  point  (e.)  it  signifies 
est.  The  word  esse  is  rendered  in  record-type  thus  ee." 

Two  points  thus  (  "  ),  or  (  "  ),  or  ( ./• )  serve  as  marks  of 
transposition,  as  "Magnus  "Albertus  for  Albertus  Magnus.
